House Passes Bill Providing 
Option in Residence Dis- 
tricts on Sale of Liquor 



COUNTY OPTION FALLS OUT 



Web Fear Their Defeat Will Seriously 

Affect the Liquor Traffic In the 

Cily of- Chlcng* 



County option was defeated In the 
■ house at 7:30 o'clock Wednesday night. 
Tho bill tallied G5 votes^ The negative 
totaled 77. The identical bill, pending 
in the Bonatet will not be pressed, bb 
county option is a dead Issue for this 
session. 

However, the anti-saloon forces won 
what they class as a much more brilliant 
victory than would have been the pass- 
age of the county unit bill when they 
secured the passage of the resldehce 
district option measure with eactiy 77 
votes. - - 

This bill is applicable pecularly to 
Chicago, and was denounced by Lee 
O'Nell Browne on the floor of the house 
as trebly slgnificent and dangerous to 
the interests of the anti-local o'ption- 
ists. 

Summarized, the result of an all dav 
battle on the wet and dry bills, which 
culminated in the roll call on county 
options follows: ^ ^. 

The drys passed the residence. district 
^option bill, 77 to 69. 
^The drys defeatpd the .wet bill to re 
peal the present township option law, 
55 to 83. 

The drya passed the bill creating a 
four mile dry zone surrounding the 
main campus of the University of Ill- 
inois at Champaign-Urbana, 90 to 52. 

The wets defeated the county option 
bill, 65 to 77. 

The wets defeated the dry bill pro 
hibing the shipment of ^iquor Into an- 
other saloon territorry, 69 to 73. 

The drys defeated the wet bill author- 
izing railroad companies to secure state 
licenses to sell liquor on trains, 51 to82. 

The "blind tiger" or search and sei- 
sure bill of the drys is pending in the 
senate on second reading and was not 
called up in the house today. 

Despite the loss of county option bill, 
which the anti saloon league ofllcer now 
say they expected because of fore 
knowledge that preelection and pre- 
primary pledge were to be broken, 
they are highly gratified with the day's 
proceedings. 

Supt F. S. McBride, in command of 
the legislative campaign, said the pass- 
age by the hoAsa of the residence dis- 
trict bill answers all the expectations 
of the leoque. He assets it will pass 
the senate without difficuHty 

The feeling in the drv camp Is borne 
out by the gloom noticeable a^hong the 
wet managers after the measure had 
received the eact number of votes to 
give the consttutional majority. 

Wet leaders assert it will convert 
muQh of Chicogo into antl-soloon terri- 
tory under stringent rules and regula- 
tions, whereas they had no serious fear 
that a, county option law would reach 
Cook county for many years. 

The bill provides that any continuous 
, residence territory witnin any munici- 
pality contairving .not fewer than 100 
registered voters nor rribre than 5,000 
may become anti-saloon residence ter- 
ritory upon submission of the ^ proposi- 
tion after a proper .petition shall h^vei 
been filed. 

The proviso Is included that such 
residence territory shall not contain 
territory ^'which abuts upon a street 
for ja continuous distance of 600 feet or 
over, excluding streets and alleys when 
twolthirds of the total foot frontoge 
thert'of and two-thirds, of the total 
footpontage of the territory abutting 
on tho opposite side of such street and 
immediately opposite to such territory,, 
isbufciness territory." 

, Thel contention of tho antl-saloon In* 

terests is that this provision eliminates 

the ' ixlaslbility that saloons would be 

. eliminated from peculiarly business 

street!

similar Accident Occurred at Same Place 

Year Ago V/hich Resulted in Killing 

of Two Passengers 



Between the hours of six and seVen 
o'clock last Saturday evening another 
auto accident occurred on the corner, 
at the intersection of the Lake "Villa 
and^ Fox Lake roads, the same place 
where less than a year ago a similar 
fatality was recorded in which the 
lives of two were sacrificed, when 
an auto going at a speed altogether 
too swift for safety, in making the 
turn turned. turtle, pinning the four 
occupants of the car underneath. 

One man bv the name of Max H. 
Bla'u was insfantly killed, the upper 
part of the tonneau striking him in the 
middle of the back with the result 
that his baclt was broiten. The other 
three mlracclously escaped with only 
minor Injuries, Benjamin Horwich, 
keeper of a garage at 3551 Douglas 
Park boulevard, owner and driver of 
the maching was practically unhurt, 
Ledter Jelick of 141G Clifton Park 
avenue, sustained bruises but no bones 
were brol<en, and Henry McNichols, 
address unknown, was found to have 
had two ribs broken and some other 
small injuries. 

The party had drived from Indian- 
apolis to Fox Lake and w^re on their 
homeward course when the accident 
occurred. Fortunately a Chicago phy- 
sician accompanied by his wife almost 
immediately arrived at the scene of 
the fatality, although unable to render 
them any assistance In a medical way 
he gave them all help in his power. 
First helping them from their perilous 
position and later taking them to Lake 
Villa and seeing them located at the 
Grady resort In the meantime under- 
taker James was called and the body 
of Blau was taken to Lake Villa and 
placed in the town hall where it re- 
mained until Sunday evening when the 
inquest was held by Coroner Taylor 
after which it was taken in charge by 
relatives nnd members of his lodge who 
after being notified had arrived on the 
milk train Suaday evening, and was 
shipped to Chicago on the 8:30 that 
same evening. The verdict of the jury 
was "Accidental Death Due to Over- 
turning of Auto." Blau worked for 
and owned an interest in the Mid-City 
Electric Construction company. He 
was unmarried.

Essential Provisions of the 

Amended Tice Bill Now 

Before Legislature 



ORIGIN AND PROVISIONS 



State and Counties lo Unite on Road 

Building, ir Bill is Passed by This' 

General Assembly 



The 47th General Assembly realizing* 
the necessity for a radical change in 
our road laws, appointed a non-partisan 
committee of five members of tho 
House and five members of the Senate, 
with Homer J. Tice as chairman, to re- > 
vise, codity and re-write the entire 
road laws of the state. This commit- 
tee for two years has devoted its time 
to securing information concerning our 
present highway system, the condition 
of the roads, the mannei in which .they • 
are being worked, the demands of the 
people, trafTic conditions and every oth- 
er phase of the subject. This informa- 
tion was obtained, through questions 
submitted to all Highway Commission- 
ers, Town Clerks, Supervisors, Rural 
Mail Carriers, Editors of County, Ctty 
and Farm Newspapers, many of the 
farmers and bankers, as well as from 
many other sources. This thorough in- 
vestigation has given the Committee a 
very clear and comprehensive view of 
our present road system, as well as the 
changes which should be made, to make 
it more efTicient, and has furnished the 
basis for the bill introduced for the 
Committee by Mr. Tice, its chairman. 

You can readily understand that the 
re-wntirififorour road laws necessitates 
a bill of very large proportions: never- 
theless, the important changes from 
our present law comprise only a smalt 
part of the bill. The most important 
change is its provisioifor a system of 
State Aid Roads. These State Aid 
Roads, constituting from 15 to 20 per 
cent of the mileage, are designated by 
the County Boards of each county sub* 
ject to the approval of the State High- 
way Commission. This approval being 
required only for the purpose of seeing 
that these roads designated by the 
County Boards join the roads so design- 
ated by the County Boards of t^e ad-, 
joining counties, so as to form an inter- 
county system, including the principal 
market roads and connecting up the' . 
large centers of population. These 
State Aid Highways are to be con- 
structed at the expense of the state and 
county, one-half to be paid by each. 

The State Aid Road Fund which is to 
be used by the State to provide its part 
of the necessary fund, is to consist of 
the automobile license fees, together 
with such funds us the Legislature may 
see fit to appropriate from the State 
Treasury or from other sources. The 
Bill, as amended in the committee, pro- 
vides that this fund shall be allotted an. 
nually to each county on the basis of 
the amount of tax levied for road and 
bridge purposes in said county during 
the previous year. Each County Board 
will be authorized to appropriate a like 
amount If they have funds on hand; 
otherwise they may submit to a vote of 
the people the proposition of a direct 
tax or a bond issue, as they may see tit. 
If any county falls to provide its pro- 
portion of the funds within a specified 
time, then its share for that year may 
be re-allotted to o'her counties who. are 
prepared to furnish their proportion of 
the funds. 

In some communities a few of the 
people have expressed tbemselves as 
opposing the appropriation of the auto- 
mobile license fees to the purpose of 
improving roads as contemplated in 
this bill and have passed resolutions re- 
commending that these fees be return- 
ed to each township in proportion totbe 
amount paid into the treasury from 
each township. Under such a division 
the City of Chicago would get oveir 60 
percent of the fund, while the other 
cities and large towns numbering about 
180, which need it ths least, would get 
an additional 80 to 35 per cent. 
This would leave from 15 Jo j,20 
per cent, amounting to from $100.p0b to 
$l;d5,000to be divided among li466vU* 
lages and rural townships whlchwould 

give many of them only a few, ."dollars

WILSON TO TAKE CHARGE 



Declared at White House Preeldent 

Will Assume Personal Direction of 
the Inquiry Into His Own 
I'i : Allegations, 
i " 

Wnahlngton, Juno 4. — When the'son- 
oto committee Investlsatlng the 
charges of tho preaiilent that an "In- 
midioua lobby" la Infiuenclng the sen- 
<ito by spending money without limit 
-adjourned Monday ecnatora satd It 
must be patent from the character oC 
the teatlmony that no auch lobby ever 
^xlated. ' 

' Sixteen' aenators were examined and 
tiot one of them knew anything of thH 
existence of the lobby referred to by 
the prealdont. Not one of them knew 
anything of money being naed by any- 
body. Everyone declared that no one 
had approached hlra Improperly and 
to a man they defended the right of 
cltizona to come to Washington to 
confer with members of congress over 
legislation that was vital to their bust- 
ness and Industries. 

One aenator said: "Tho president 
will not bo able to raaUo good." He re- 
ceived his hardest jolts before the 
committee from members of his own 
party, when Senators Overman and 
M'alsh, Democrats, began to ask nnos- 
tlona that seemed to Indicate their 
lack of faith In the charges that had 
been preferred. 

A total disagreement with 'the viewg 
• expreased by the president was held 
by Senator Clark of Arkansas, presi- 
dent pro tem of the senate, and by 
Senator Chamberlain of Oregon. 

It was given out at tho White Houso 
that President Wilson had taken per- 
sonal charge of the Inquiry, and that 
the Democratic members of the com- 
mittee would operate under hia direc- 
tions. Senator Overman and Sena- 
tor Reed were summoned to the White 
Houso for orders. Senator Walsh, 
Democrat, who will vote against free 
wool and free sugar and a member of 
the committee, was Ignored, The 
president submitted to these two aena- 
tors such information as he had and 
urged them to do all within their pow- 
«r to enable him to make good. 

The president has let It be under- 
stood that he will not appear before 
the committee. On hla behalf Sen- 
ator Reed will conduct the crosa ex- 
amination of all witnesses. 

It waa explained that In his original 
statement the president waa careful to 
make It clear that he did not charge 
tho existence of a corrupt lobby or 
that corrupt methods were being iiaed. 
Alao It was said for him that he was 
not reflecting upon any aenator. but 
was stating what he bellevea is the 
fact, that an Insidious lobby is at work 
in Washington. . 

Senators deny that It is a correct 
Interpretation of tho president's 
original statement. They also are tn- 
-dlgnant at the amendment of tho 
, Cummins resolution, which requlrea 
tho committee aa they express it, "to 
aneaklngly inquire into the peraonal 
and private affairs of senators."

WINS $35,000 CASH PRIZE 



Wlsherl and Merz Are Second and 
Third Respectively — Latter Drives 
Full Lap With Head of Machine 
Wrapped In Flames. 



Indianapolis. Juno 2, — Franco won a 
Bporting victory over America Friday 
on tho Indianapblls Speedway when 
Goux, driving a Peugoot car, won the 
600-milo motor race. Wishart, in an 
American Mercer, was second. Mora, 
In an Amerlcan-mado Stutz, captured 
third placo. 

Goux's time was six hours 31 mtn- 
utea 43:45 aeconds, aii average of 
76.69 miles an hour. His rewards were 
international honors, cash prizes 
worth 135,000. Including the $20,000 
cash prize offered by tho management 
of the apecdway for tho winner of the 
race, a kiss from a dlrt-coverod mo- 
chaniclan, and a showor of champagne 
made of grapes that grew In tho coun- 
try whence ho came. 

Tho worst wishes of the' crowd wero 
with Goux throughout tho race. Few 
of the 100,000 spectators who saw him 
hoped he would carry the honora, cash 
and trophies back to France. Dut 
when his car Hashed aross tho lino 
at the end of tho long grind he was 
cheered as heartily as any of tho 
American drivers would have been If 
they had met the .success the throng 
was wishing for them. 

Spencer Wiahnrt, who drove a Mer- 
cer car into second place at the finish 
of tho race, was given a klasieas and 
champagnelcas reception at tho Mercer 
pits, but his two hands, worn out by 
the steady work at tho wheel of his 
car, were shaken wildly by a hundred 
ndmirera. He was lifted upon the 
ahoulders of his pit men and cheered 
with the enthusiasm equal to that ac- 
corded to tiie Frenchman. Ho waa 
given a chock for 510,000. 

One of the moat remarkable bits of 
race car driving waa staged by Charles 
Merz in his Stutz car, when he drovo 
throe and one-half miles, more than 
one lap around the course.with his car 
ablaze beneath the engine, and hla me- 
chanician and himself hardly able to 
keep their seats on account of tho 
flames that were licking at their legs. 
Merz was watched on his last lap by 
the breathless thouaanda who feared 
hla car would explode or that he would 
bo driven from the wheel by tho 
flames. Dlaplaylng almoat unbeliev- 
able nerve, ho waved acknowledgment 
of the green flag flaahed over him by 
Starter Root aa ho crossed tho flnlah 
line for the next to the last time and 
settled into the hot seat of hla car for 
tho final lap. 

Spectators remaining In th^ grand 
stands and bleachera wero on their 
feet straining for a glimpse of tho in- 
trepid young IndianapoUa driver aa he 
rounded the last curve and started 
down the flnal atretch with touguea of 
flamea spurting from under tho hood 
of his car. Ho could not have made 
another lap. His car would have gone 
to pieces in another mile. But it re- 
mained Intact and continued to do hla 
bidding until It limped across tho An- 
Ish line and Merz waa $5,000 
wealthier. Pitmen had extlngulahers 
ready and extinguished the flro that 
Boon would have deatroyed tho car. 
Charlea Merz'a father la an Indianap- 
olis pbllcoman with h record for brav- 
ery to his credit. 

Another Frenchman, Dclbert Duyot, 
driving an English made car, the Sun- 
beam, drove a consistent raco to 
fourth place and a prize of $3,500. He 
wasmoroof a favorite with tho crowd 
than Goux on account of numerous 
brushes ho had with other cars In 
front of the main grandstand, where 
he showed a wonderful control of his 
mount and left a trail of amoko for 
the other cars to travel In.

As tho underlying principle of the 
Canadian legislation Is separation of 
the two races in the Intereat of per- 
manent peace, to bo attained through 
absolute exclusion of all but tho trav- 
eling and student clasaea. It was aug- 
goated that a similar remedy' might 
bo found to fit the present isauo In 
America.

CASE COMES TO SUDDEN END 



Colonel Tells Court He Asks Merely 
Vindication and Requests That 
Mere Nominal Sum Be Assessed 

Against Defendant Newett. 



Marquette, Mich., Juno 3.— Theodore 
Roosevelt Saturday won his libel suit 
against Goorgo A. Nowott, editor of 
tho Ishpomlng Iron Oro. Damagea, 
however, wero only nominal, . mado 
pOBslbio by the attltudo of the colonel) 
who told tho court ho did not seek a 
punitive vordtct. 

Judgo Fiannigan Inatructod tho 
Jurors to bring In a verdict for the 
plaintiff, which thoy did without leav- 
ing tholr aeata. Tho colonel loft for 
tho oaat loas than two hours after tho 
conclusion of tho case. 

Aa a climax of tho case which has 
boon on trial horo a week, Mr. Nowett 
himsolf took tho wltneaa stand and 
retracted tho charge he had made. 

Ho aald he had been Impreased that 
an Injustice had bcon dono the colonel 
In the publication of tho article and 
deeply rogrettod It 

"It 1^ fair to tho plaintiff.*.' ho said. 
"to'Btate that I have been unable to 
find In any section of tho country any 
Individual wltneaa who la willing to 
atato that ho has personally soon Mr. 
Roosevelt drink to exceaa, I am forced 
to tho conclusion that I wa^ mis- 
taken." , 

Tho statoment admitted that a 
search of tho country had been mado, 
to Invcstlgato stories of persons who 
wero alleged to have knowledge that 
Mr. Roosevelt drank to exceaa, but In 
every case tho' stories flattened out to 
morotoplnlou or hearsay. 

Tho libel was published In good 
faith, Mr. Newett aald. In tho belief 
that it was true and proper Informa- 
tion for a public which was being 
naked to voto for Mr. Roosovclt for 
president That la waa true, tho de- 
fendant said, he never questioned un- 
til t'/o llbelMrlal opened. Until* the 
colonol'a ovldenco began to *)o pro- 
aentcd he held full bellof that the 
charge ho had mado was truo. 

No demand for a retraction over, 
hod been mado upon him, Mr.-Nowett 
aald, and when tho bill waa filed 
against him there was nothing left for 
him to do but Boek ovldenco and make 
otherpreparatlona to contest tho ault 
Forty persons wore taken by Mr. 
Newott's counsel In various parts of 
the country, but to use thorn, or at- 
tempt to uso thorn, ho said, would bo 
to continue an Injustice which had aV 
ready become apparent to him and to 
his attorneys. 

Leaving tho stand and returning to 
his seat, Mr. Newett looked In the' 
diroctlon of Colonel Roosovelt. but the 
latter was absorbed In whlsperlnK 
to Attorney Van Renschoten. The 
latter whispered In turn to Attoruoy 
Pound and he turned to Judgo Flannl- 
gan and si^ld: "With the court's per- 
mlsalon the plaintiff would like to 
make a brief announcemont " 

The Judgo nodded and Mr. Rooaovolt 
rose. Bowing to tho court, tho colonel 
said he would waive tho matter of 
damagoB save for the national amount 
provided by law. Speaking of his pur- 
pose in instituting ault. he aald: 

"Your honor. In view of tho state- 
ment of the defendant, I ask the court 
to instruct the Jury that I doalro only 
nominal damages. I did not go Into 
this case for money. I did not go Into 
It for any vindictive purposes. I wont 
Into it, and, as tho court said, I made 
my reputation an Isauo because 1 
wished once for all during my life- 
time thoroughly and comprehensively 
to deal with these slanders so that 
never again will It bo possible for any 
man In good faith to ropeat then. I 
have achieved my purpose and 1 am 
contonL" 

Nominal damages means six cents 
undor the lawa of Michigan and no 
costs. Each party to tho suit will pay 
tho expenses of his side of tho case. 

Judgo Fiannigan then road hla 
chargo to the Jury. 

Speaking of Colonel Rooaovolt, as 
the plaintiff: "Certainly ho has con- 
vinced tho court, not only that he 
never drank, but that he la now and 
always has been a tempemte and nb- 
atominoua man." 

At tho aamo time tho court held that 
Mr. Newottt, in publishing, tho odl- 
torlal "was not actuated by actual ill 
will toward' the plaintiff, and that ho 
acted In good faith." 

But. tho court held, tho Injury 'o thp 
plaintiff had the colonel not waived 
his right to damages, would have sua- 
talnod a verdict In any sum up to the 
amount claimed In tho plaintiff's de- 
claration, whkh-la 110,000.

PRISON SUNLESS 80 YEARS 

80 Says Commlialoner Blake, New 
Yorkf of Lower Cells at Sing, . 
Sing — Storlea of Torture. 

Albany, N. T.— "Stories of torture of 
prisoners In the middle ages sound 
like descriptions of luxuries in com- 
jiarlson to tho tales that have been 
told me of the llvieo that some of the ^ 
prisoners In Sing Sing live." 

This striking indictment of condi- 
tions alleged to exist within New 
York state's oldest penal Institution 
la contained In a report of an Investi- 
gation of the prlDon made by George 
W. Blake, a special commissioner ap- 
pointed by Governor SulEer to probe 
prison affairs. The , Investigator de- 
scribes conditions as "frightful." Tho 
prison cells, ho says, are dark, small, 
damp, filthy and Infested with vermin. 
In them men contract rheumatism and 
go out crippled for life. Into none 
of the cells on the lower tiers has a 
ray of sunshlno entered for 80 years. 
Certain prisoners, Mr. Blako^ asserts, 
through political Influei^po or by tho 
payment of money, receive favors. 
He has evidence, he says, showing 
that because of Influence, extorted by 
men well known, in varloua walks of 
life, money has been wrung from per- 
sona seeking clemency for prisoners. 
"The worst feature of tho prlsoa 
management cannot bo discussed la 
any public document," says the re- 
port, "but the subject is of such vital 
Importance to the welfare of tho stattf 
that no time should bo lost In submit- 
ting it to the attention of men compe- 
tent to present a method of betterine 
a condition that breeds dlaease ofi 
the mind and body and that should 
touch tho hearts of every man with 
any human Instinct^.'*

One of the hoavlest hamllcapa to 
6UCC0BB in making poultry rolaiog on 
the farm as profitable as It ought to 
bo 1b the blind, hit and miss znethoda 
gonorally practiced In selecting the 
breeders and keeping up the cQlcloncy 
of the flock. 

Because the Individual animals are 
relatively small and of little money 
value as compared with other farm 
stock, they are handled In more or 
less largo numbers and whatever at- 
tention Is glv.en to breeding, Is usually 
done by mass selection without any 
thought or knowledge of the real mer- 
its of each bird as a profitable pro- 
ducer. 

This is the samo kind of mistake 
that dairy farmers bo frequently make 
with their herds and In recent years 
great effort has been exerted to lead 
them to realize how much their profltft 
might bo Increosed by more careful 
selection and reproduction of those 
cows only whoso performance ehowed 
that they were profit bearers. 

No intelligent dairyman would now 
think of conducting his buslncsB with- 
out an accurate knowledge of the 
production of each animal In his herd 
and the net Incomo that she brings in 
for him. This knowledge can be se- 
cured only by making frequent tests 
of each cow's milk and keeping a 
careful record of each day's yield. As 
soon as this method began to be used 
It was easily demonstrated that many 
animals kept by the dairymen were 
actual sources of Iobb and that the 
differences In the profits earned by 
the various cows were extremely wide. 
The device by which the poultryman 
can know and accurately record the 
amount and value of the production of 
each hen in hlB fiock la the trap nest 
This is a neat so constructed that 
when the hen enters It to lay her egg 
the door, or front of the nest, closes 
behind her and she la confined there 
until some one comes to release her. 
Many dltferent kinds of trap nests 
have been Invented, several of which 
are patented, and most of them are 
simple, practical and not expensive. 
The essentials of a good trap nest are 



GROWTH DEPENDS 
ON PLANT FOOD 



By CYRIL Q. HOPKINS, 
University of Illinois. 
The productive capacity of land In 
humid sections dopends almost wholly 
upon tho power of the soil to feed 
the crop; and this. In "turn, depends 
both upon tho stock of plant food 
contained In tho soil and upon the 
rate at which this Is liberated, or ro!i- 
dered soluble and available for iise *» 
plant growth. Protection from weeds. 
Insects and fungous diseases, though 
exceedingly Important. Ib not a posi- 
tive but a negative factor In crop 
production. 

Tho chemical analysis of the soil 
gives the Invoice of fertility actually 
present In the soil strata sampled and 
analyzed, but the rate of liberation 
is governed by many factors, some of 
which may be controlled by the farm- 
er, while others are largely beyond 
his control. Chief among the im- 
portant controllable factors which In- 
fluence the Uberatloil of plant food 
are . limestone and decaying organic 
matter, which may bja added to the 
soil by direct application of ground 
limestone and farm- manure. Organic 
matter may be supplied also by green 
manure crops and crop reaidues, such 
as clover, cowpeas, straw and corn- 
stalks. The rate of decay of organic 
matter depends largely upon Its ago 
and;erlgln, and it may be haetened 
by tillage^ The chemical analyals 
ahows torrecUy the total organic car- 
bon, which ^rdpresents; aa a rule, bnt 
litye more than haU the organic. mat- 
ter; 00 that 20,000 pounds of organic 
carbon in the.plowed soil of an acre 
correBpond to nearly ,20 tons of oi^ 
gapic Jiatter. But this organic mat- 
ter consists larKoly of the old organic 
residues' that have accumulated dur- 
ing the past centuries hocauao they 
were reafstant to decay, and two tons 
of clover or cowpeas plowed under 
ln«r'bBve"grQateit' power to liberate 
iplant ■food- than the 20 tons of old, 
ijriacUva.lorgnnlo matter. The recent 
histpry'-bf the Individual farm or fleld 
must bo yeponrted upon for Informa- 
tion oonceriilng wc'ent addltlona of 



that It does not fall to retain the hen 
when she has entered, while It keeps 
all others out; that It Is easy for tho 
poultryman to release the hen. and 
while she Ib confined the egg la not 
liable to bo crushed by her move- 
ments; is light and easy to clean and 
is reasonably* Inexpenslyo. I have 
seen several home-made trap nests 
conatructed out of cracker boxes or 
other similar material that served the 
purpose very well. ^ 

If tho system of, trap nesting la to 
be used, each hen must wear a leg 
band with her Individual number. Ono 
nest to each four or five hens Is 
usually sufllcleht. At tho beginning 
of each month hang up In each pen a 
sheet of paper on which arc the band 
numbers of every hen In tho flock and 
ruled for the days of the month. 
Whenever a hen lays an egg the poul- 
tryman places a check opposite her 
number In tho proper column to show 
tho date on which it was laid. At the 
end' of tho month a glance at the 
sheet ahowa what hae been the egg 
yield of that pen and the part that 
each hen has taken In the perform- 
ance. 

So Important .is the information 
which this record furnishes that no 
poultry farmer can afford to dlspcnso 
with It. Of course, the flrst uao of 
thla record la to learn which hens 
are tho heavy and profitable produc- 
ers. But there are several other ways 
In which It proves to be of great 
value to tho poultryman. In the first 
place, it brings him into much closer 
relations with his fiock than could 
otherwise be tho case, and this makes 
his observation of conditions more ex- 
act and keen, and he necessarily he-, 
comes more thoroughly master of the 
aituatlon. It enables him to select as 
breeders to perpetuate his flock only 
those birds that have proven that they 
are profit makers. He can select not 
only tho hena that lay many egga. 
but alao those that lay egga when 
prices are highest — In October, No- 
vember and during the winter months. 
These are the blrda, that mature early 
and quickly get to the work for which 
they are kept. Such selection as this 
system makes possible must result in 
a short time In breeding up a fiock 
of fowls of a strain of high efficiency- 



active organic matter, whether In op- 
plications of farm manure, In legume 
crops, or in graas-root aoda of old pas- 
tures. 

Probably no agricultural fact la 
more generally known by farmers and 
land-ownera than that solla differ Itt 
productive power. Kven though plow- 
ed alike and at the same time, pre- 
pared the same way, planted the same 
day with the same kind of seed, and 
cuUivatetd alike, watered by the same 
rains and \yarmed by the same sun, 
nevertheless tho best acre may pro- 
duce twice as largo a crop as the 
poorest acre on the same farm, if not, 
Indeed. In tho same field; and tho 
fact should be reseated and empha- 
sized that with the. normal rainfall 
of Illinois the productive power ol 
tho land dependa primarily upon the 
atock of plant food contained In the 
soil and upon the rate :at which it is 
liberated, Juat as the success of tho 
merchant depends primarily upon hla 
stock of goods and the rapidity of 
Bales. In both caaes the stock of any 
commodity muat be Increased or re- 
newed whenever the supply of auch 
commodity becomes ao depleted as to 
limit the succesa of the bualncss, 
whether on the farm or In tho storo. 

As the organic matter decays, cei^ 
tain decomposition products are form- 
ed, Including much carbonic acid, 
some nitric acid, and varioua qr^ante 
acids, and these have power to act 
upon the ' soil and diaaolve the esaen* 
tlal mineral plant foods, thus furniah* 
Inig aoluble phoaphatea, nitrates, and 
other salts of potaasium, magnesium, 
calcium, etc., for tho use of the 
growing crop.

Tho bnao of the monument will be 
of solid granite, rising to a height of 
fiO feet On this baao will he placed 
at each corner of the monument and 
ijrranged around the abaft huge pll- 
laris each eight feet In diameter and 
70 feet high; all of solid Texas granite. 
These pillars will .be surmounted by 
heroic slzo Btntuea of Travis, Crockett, 
Dowlo and Donham, tho four great 
leaders \vho died tho In tho Alamo 
with 'the men In their commands who 
had followed them devotedly In the 
early days of tho campaign for liberty 
and who did not hesitate to follow 
them oven to death, 
'. Above theao statues will be placed 
'tho six fiags that have waved at dif- 
ferent times over Texas, the' Lono Star 
and tho United States fiags in the cen- 
ter, and on each side the flag of tho 
Confederate States of America, of 
Mexico, Spain and Franco. Place will 
be made, too, for an omblom rcpreaont- 
Ing the Indian triboa that poBsosscd 
this land, before . tho Spanish adven- 
turers found their way here. 
!; The oxqulsite grandeur of design 
and the architecture of tho structure 
will ImpresB Itself on the mind, wheth- 
er viewed from without or within. The 
great lobby will focus the extent and 
magnitude of the monument llko a 
beautiful and magnificent Image that 
.takes poBBCBBlon of tho thoughta to 
tho excluslou of the monument and all 
oIbo. 

Everything about the structure will 
be on grand proportions, and the lobby 
will bo one of the most Impressive 
slghiB of the, monument Visitors are 
to have freo aoccBS to It at all tlmca. 
Its Inside meaaufements wilt be 82^ 
foot square, which will alao be the In- 
side measurements of tho auditoriums, 
museum and art gallery, each of which 
will be larger than any hall in San 
Antonio today. v 

Star of Texas In Dome. 
Tho celling of- the lobby will be 50 
feet high, an opening In. the. center, 
eight feet across, forming Its summit, 
'and this opening Is to bo carried lip 
through each aucceodlng story until It 
reaches a height of 700 feet Here will 
be sot Into tho celling, beautifully 
lighted by electricity, tho Lone Star of 
Texas, 

ThoBpucQ for 100 feet beneath the 
»tar will havo no opening from with- 



out to admit the light so thla star will 
bo almost aa brilliant In tho daytlmo 
aa at Qlght. 

The elovatora In the monument, four 
In all, will \bo located between tho 
maBsIvo columna as far up aa these ex- 
tend, which will bo to height of 12(^ 
feet from the ground, and above that 
In tho Bhnft, In which one will bo 
placed In each corner and extending 
to the base of the dome. Thcso elo- 
vatora will havo largo carrying capaci- 
ty, <vhlch will be noeesBary to accom- 
modate the Immense crowds that will 
visit tho monument 

Tho rooms apportioned to the differ- 
ent counties of Texas, 275 and 300 (for 
some wilt havo to bo provided for new 
counttca that, will be created In the 
years to come), will be located within 
the abaft of the monument above tho 
four floora, in which will bo placed tho 
auditorium, muaoum. art gallery and 
chambers for patriotic organizations. 

The'so will be reached by the ele- 
vators, one of which will bo designated 
to serve them, while the other will run 
on express schedule between the first 
landing, at a height of about 120 feet, 
and the balconlea at the top. 

Tho dome of tho monument will not 
bp open to vlaltora, but will be offer- 
ed to the federal government for an 
obacrvatonv, such as la now maintain- 
ed at a few places in the United 
States, and which is much needed in 
tho south. At tho very top of the great 
atructure will be located a powerful 
searchlight, tho atrongeat that It will 
be possible to obtain. 

This powerful light will bo turned on 
faraway towns If so desired, but gen- 
erally It win be turned toward tho 
clouds, and Its rays will bo visible at 
great distances for beyond polnta from 
which the great tower itself may. bo 
seen. 

For the maintenance of this monu- 
ment an admission of 50 cents will bo 
charged to tho mUBOumand art gal- 
lery, and "another admission prlco of 
50 ccntB will be charged: lor a trip In 
one of tho four elovatora to the bal- 
conlea near tho top of tho structure.

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How a Newfangled Invention Saved 200 Liv 
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I3M0U1ES of a horror are 
uSuoUy moro hlghli' col- 
ored than deacrlptlonB 
written at tho ttmo. One 
might discount tho atory 
of tho fltorm of January 
12, 1B50. If It camo from 
yo-wltneeaefl, recalling at this far- 
'Utant dato tlie blinding snow and tho 
iiountalnouB waves, but when tho flo- 
or encyclopedia and tho local hlsto* 
lea both speak of this tremendous 
lUzard as of "unhoard-of violence" 
ud "beyond tho power of words," it 
I a fair Inforonco that it really was 
.markablo as a fltonn, oven an At- 
utlc winter storm. 

Tho snow, was both thick and 
hlrled In great clouds by a terrlflc 
ilo, which parted tho whlto flakes 
Uio mlnutofor a gazo far to aca, only 
i> bido tho waves thomsolvca from 
^those on shoro tho next. Tho cold 
was" bitter, and tho wind such that 
Ivnon had difficulty standing In It. To 
walk with a long coat or oUaklna waa 
Iroposslblo. Tho sea, accordldg to de- 
scription., was "such that no boat 
could Itvo, no matter what brave 
lioarta her crow might carry." 

In this storm tho British ship Ayr- 
Rehire, carrying immigrants to this 
country, foundered and struck, two 
hundred, yarda from shore at Squan 
Ueach, Now Jersey. Government life- 
saving service thero was none nt that 
tlmo, such wrecking service as was 
done bolng managed by Individuals 
and charitable organUatlone^ The 
SOTomment had not yet awakened to 
tho need. of coast protection for ^ Its 
shipping, nor were llfo-savlng devices 
porfoctQd then ps they ^are now. Of 
self-baling, aolf-rlghtlng and buoyant 
life boats thero were none. No one 
had ever heard of power life boats. 

But — luckily for tho two hundred 
and ono people on tho Ayrshire — one- 
James Francis, who Invented comi- 
H^rgated Iron, had mado what ho termed 
a "life car," which was stored In a 
ehed near tho beach, waiting some 
such opportunity for demonstration. 
Tho Ayrihlro and tho "Craiy" Car. 
The life car was not looked upon 
with favor by those stout hearts which 
1 been accufctomed to bravo the sea 
opon dories, doing what roscue 
work thejM^Qutd wttliJneniclent equip- 
ment and dopsnding on high courage 
and strong arms to snatch live bodies 
from wreck and sea: It was "now- 
fanglod;" It waa a "foolish Idea;" It 
was "not strong enough or big 
enough" to do tho work. 
- But on this twelfth of January not 
tho stoutest heart that ever beat c6uld 
take a dory through the breakers, nor 
any fltroDgth In human arms boat out 
to qea against such wind and waves. 
So that when John Maxon, "wreck 
inaAter," proposed using tho Iron car, 
thoro wero willing If Incredulous help- 
ers In plenty to try tho forlorn hope. 
Tho car was dragged from Its ehed. 
Kthe mortar mado ready— the Lyle gun 
had not then been Invented — and the 
round ball with Its slender line 
rammed homo. And If those on tho 
/shaking hulk six hundred feet away 
caught glimpses of octlvitlos on the 
hooch. It Is doubtful If they had either 
-hope of reacuo or comprehension of 
what .was being done, for It needed no 
■ mariner to say this waa no ordinary 
fltorm. Tho most Ignorant of Immi- 
grants must have known that his 
i chancG of reaching In safety that now 
^ country ho had come so far to seek, 
r:. -was small, though but a short distance 
u remained of tho oversea « journey. 
*{Aa for knowing what they wero about 

: . no one had ever heard of a life car 

• at that time. 

But/ they knew on shipboard what 
to do with the ball and line whon It 
camo aboard, which It barely dld,'aft.er 
Bovoral trials. It seems a peculiar co- 
incidence that the utmost strength of 
; powder they could exert was Just so 
balanced by wind that tho ball should 
fall directly on the deck of tho Ayr- 
shir© and not abort, or beyond; yot 
so It waa, as after events proved. 

Tho light line yielded a heavier one. 

'tho heavier one hauled out a cable and 

a whip. Luckily the ^yrshlro was 

stout and strong, and had struck too 

far In and with too .much force to 

Ipound. Sho was" safe enough for a 

ihort time, strongly built, and deep 

mough In tho sand to form a firm sup- 

-^rt*for tho -car and the ropes. t ' 

Ono can Imagine the Joy of the Igno- 

(rant at having communication thus es- 

tabllflhod with tho shoro, and the 

idded horror to captain and crew, 

/ho know well, enough that neither 

ireoches buoy nor boat could live in 

(hat sea, cable or no cable. Nor would 

thero bo tlmo 'for breochea-l^uoy work.

An'AepIal Bean Pot. 
But meanwhile tho life car was bent 
Into the whip and willing hands 
hauled It out. Nor was there hoalia- 
tlon about opening or getting Into tho 
nueor contrivance— tho little, flai^ 
topped, round-belllod, corrugated Iron 
pot, that looks scarco big enough for 
ono, yet In which seven grown people 
can bo packed through tho tiny hatch, 
to bo shut In helpless, sardlned 
against tho iron wallo, chilled to tho 
marrow and all but suffocated with 
little air. Yet there, those who use 
the life car aro safe from drowning, 
for though air can get In. water— in 
quantities, cannot. For this la the 
merit of tho llfo car: suAponded from 
a cable and haijled back nnd''forth by 
hand, It rides either over the waves, 
on top of tlio waves, or through tho 
waves, and at times all three, one 
after tho other. Tho breeches buoy 
drowns n man who is dragged through 
too much water, killing while, saving 
him. To bo safe over a bad eca, tho 
breeches buoy must bo hung high. 
And hero on Iho Ayrshire, with no 
masts left and a two-hundrcd-yard pull 
to shoro, there was no way to hang 
tho cable high. 

So tho little life car mado Us" first 
trip under tho water, Invisible and 
smothered In foam. -You can bo very 
sure It was quickly opened whon It 
camo to the beach at laat, and tho 
cheer they gftve. for tho seven who 
were hauled out, almost frozen, stifC 
and pale with the pallor of too closo 
nn approach of death, has left an 
echo wherever tho- iron car le used. 

Two Hundred Saved. 
■ Not seven only, but oyer two hun- 
dred, did this,' tho first, life car save 
that day. Twenty-nine trips It made 
through the Impassable waves and the 
Indescribable storm. For every trip 
John Maxon tallied seven lives saved, 
savo onco only. 

That was when some man — hero 
who gave his place to a woman or 
coward afraid to wait his turn, who 
can say noV? — mounted tho top of tho 
car after the metal hatch was clotied 
and loft the Ayrshire clinging to the 
hatch. No one saw him go nor know 
how long ho clung, buffeted and beat- 
en, on the perilous' perch. The car 
camo In as before, with seven within, 



who. told of the man who could not 
wait. 

Tho crowd on shore pulled and 
hauled on tho ropes until their hands 
wero blistered and sore: fast, fust, for 
the wreck was breaking up and tho 
nioKs of Immigrants seemed scarcely 
diminished on the low docke when a 
rift In the flying snow showed tho Ayr- 
shire's white, shrouded form to those 
'on shore. To drag a heavy car six 
hundred foot out, and then haul It 
home again, laden and low — no won- 
der their hands got sore and their 
arms gave oull Then John Maxon 
brought his oxen Into play and tho 
two plodding beasts walked uncom- 
plainingly back and forth, back and 
forth, all day long, until tho car had 
made twcnty-nlno trips and every last 
man, woman and child on board, save 
tho ono who could not wait, wero 
pulled by main strength from a watery 
grave and eet on shore, cold, shaken, 
frightened, but safot 

A Record Rescus. 
Tho llfo-saving service has many 
brilliant rescues In Us history and 
many a hero on lU rolls. But never 
batoTA or since this time have so many 
people been rescued from so bad a 
wreck In so terriflc a storm. And 
this fact wa« recognized at the time: 
that hero waa a happening which was 
likely to stand unique for hundreds of 
years. So the little life car, no longer 
new and shapely, but dented and buf- 
feted by wave and sand and many 
heavy loads of human lives, was re- 
tired from active service, Its honors 
won In this one day's work, and now 
rests, an object of curiosity and of 
veneration, In tho United States mu- 
seum at Washington, for ail to see 
who look. 

The sand burled the Ayrshire, as If 
tho ocean,. cheated of Us human prey, 
would at least take what it could. 
Thirty years after, the tide— perhaps 
the ocean forgot Its vengeance!— un- 
covered tho bones of tho Ayrshire, 
arid in tHcm was found the ball which 
fell on deck, bringing the light lino 
which spelled life for two hundred. 
That bail, now suitably engraved, is 
ono of tho most. If not the most, cher- 
ished possessions of the lire-saving 
service, which grow with the years 
and necessity Into its present huge 
proportions. 

There aro still life cars In the sta- 
tions of the service. For many years 
after this demonstration they played 
a big part In saving life, and probably 
will again. Of late years improved 
life boats, better facilities for erecting 
and using the breeches buoy, and flner 
life-saving methods have mado Us use 
less common. But It is always ready, 
the last resort of the crews when all 
else falls, and no matter what the con- 
ditions or how bad the atorm. there is 
always the memory of this story and 
tho Ayrshire — which every surfmnn 
knows — to prove that, bo conditions 
what they may, while there is life w> 
savo and the life car to s&ve It wlrli. 
thero Is still hope. 



The Spirits^ 
Bunker HiU 



Sooner or later every stranger who 
visits Boston invariably announces: 
"I must see Bunker Hill." Juno 17 Is 
tho ideal day to gratify that wish; to 
correctly entertain my guests a supply 
of luscious chlijkon and ham sand- 
wiches should be pocked, with plenty 
of pickles and a fow pieces of pie, 
for Charlestown^ — accent on the 
"town," and pronounce It clearly, 
pjeaao— is within tho "pie belt," We 
cltmb the stately pile on Bunker Hill; 
attend tho exercises held by some 
historical association; listen to tho 
atralna of that old ode sung at the 
dedication of the monument In 1843, 
when Daniel Webster delivered his 
famous oration; behold the parade 
sweep in majesty about the foot of tho 
historic pile,' and watch the sun flash 
In golden gleams on the renowned 
."Sword of 'Bunker'' Hill." Like many 
another historical landmark that oth- 
erwise would have been obliterated, 
Bunker Hill has been preserved to 
posterity by the devotion of women. 
Where today are well-kept Jurf, 'n 
stately monument and Joyous sight- 
Boers, in 177fi a bare summit scarred 
by cannon-shot, a row, half-sodded 
fleldworka and low redoubt overlooked 
tho burning churches and houses of 
Charlestown. Beyond from tho Charles 
river, the Britiah men-ef-woV Joined 
the land butteries on the farther bank 
in tho unceasing thunder of artillery, 
hurling death upon tho men of Massa- 
chusotts Bay, Vermont and Connecti- 
cut. 

Due north to the very verge of^tho 
Mystic ran a weak breastwork across 
pasture lands and meadows, with hero 
and thero an orchard abloom with the 
delicate pink and white of apple, pear, 
cherry ond quince; fields of yellow- 
hearted, whUepelalled daisies swayed 
In the vortox of cannon shot and tho 
mad rush of furious charges. 



Anon the orchards were full of red- 
coated, white-gaitered infantry; the 
snow-white daisies wero marred by 
groat splashes of life-blood, and tho 
pastures strewn with patches of scar- 
let, where soldiers In their gay. uni- 
forms had fallen to rise no more. To 
tho left a half-score of brass howitz- 
ers, posted amid brick-kilns and clay 
pits, sought to enfilade and sweep 
away tho Baymen who kept the hill. 

Farmers, sailors, fishermen, trades- 
men, clad in everyday garb, armed 
with their homely weapons of the 
chase, with scarcely a flag to fight un- 
der, suffering hunger, thirat and wearl- 
nesa under the broiling aun, coolly 
trained acroas the Bunker Hill breast- 
work the long, rusty tubes which had 
already heaped windrows of dead and 
dying men upon the fields below, 
where the new-mown hay still lay dry- 
ing. Tho British lines continued to 
charge. "Don't fire until you see tho 
whites of.thelr eyes!" Ttfe word pass- 
ed down the line of set faces, and 
levelled guna; a moment later hoarse 
cries, "Firol Fire!" rangout; a crash 
of triple volleys and the rattle of dead- 
ly file-firing followed. The powder 
failed, tho provincials broke away pur- 
sued by Fltcalrn'a miarlnes — for the 
moment, our fathers' hope of victory 
was over. 

Yes, visit Bunker HIU; look upon a 
monument erected to cherish the 
memory of a defeat that brought suc- 
cosB, for Victory crowned the van- 
quished that day. The day set apart 
to commemorate the battle of Bunker 
Hill is exclusively a Charlestown holi- 
day, but far wider than Boston's "trl- 
mountalns" spreads the spirit of 
Bunker HIU throughout a groat nation 
christened on tl\at- day In the red 
blood of American freeman. — Joe 
MItchel Chapplo, In the National Mag- 
azine.

roads, as rapidly as they may see fit. 
These roads receive less trnnk than the 
main roads and can be constructed 
more cheaply. The bill provides for 
the 'Improving of these township or 
connecting, roads, and will authorize 
the county to give financial assistance 
in their constructinn. The townships 
will be empowered to raise money for 
this purpose by a vote of the people 
through a special tax or through a bond 
issue, as they may determine. 

From what has been said it will be 
seen that it Is not intended to force the 
building of roads upon any county or 
township, and that the initiative must 
lie with the people through the voting 
of the necessary fdnds. 

The foregoing compriaes the main 
changes from our present law afi"ecting 
the raisinf? of the necessary funds. 

The most important chanije affecting 
our system of road builders is the pro- 
vision for a county superintendent of 
highways. He ia to be appainted by 
the county board and be subject to an 
examination by the State Highway 
Commission in order to determine hia 
knowledge of road building and his fit- 
ness for the office. His salary is to be 
fixed by the County Board and is to be 
paid by the county. It will be his duty 
to assist the State Engineer in superr 
vising the construction of State Aid 
Roads and Bridijes. He will prepare 
plans and specifications subject to the 
approval of the State Engineer for all 
bridges built either partially or entirely 
at the expense of the county. He will 
have the approval of all contracts made 
by the Township Highwav Commission- 
er in excess $200 and will furnish plans 
and specifications, as well as do the en- 
gineering work in the constructicn of 
improved township roads. He will also 
render such other assistance and advice 
to the Township Highway Commissioner 
in the matter of drainage and the con- 
, struction of culverts, as may be requir- 
ed of him. Under the present law we 
have a State Highway Commission con- 
sisting of three memoers, a State En- 
gineer with' his corps of assistants and 
about 4.800 poorly paid Highway Com- 
missioners, each working independently 
ofStateHighwayCommission and State 
Engineer and Independently of each 
other. The County Superintepdent of 
Highways under the proposed law isto 
be the connecting link between the 
State Highway Commission and the 
Township Hi;ihway Commissioner, and 
jwill be put Mto actual construction 
I work by the Township Highway Com- 
missioner, not only iri the permanent 
improving of the main roads, but also 
in the drainage, grading and draRging 
of the earth roada. 

The bill calls for one Township High- 
way Commissioner with the further 
provision that if three commissioners 
are desired in any township, the num- 
ber of commissioners may be determine 
, ed by a vote of the people of the town- 
: ship. This commissioner to be elected 
,by the, people as at the present time 
and paid a salary of $3.50 to $5 per day. 
to be fixed by the County Board, which 
I will enable him to give his time to road 
work at the time the road work should 
! be done, and all of the time if required. 
I One of the greatest drawbacks to our 
present system is that Highway Com- 
I '"issionera are not paid enough to war- 
I ""t them in making a business of road 
jbuiWing. but are put in a position 
'where they are obliged to earn their 
living elsewhercmaking the road build- 
inK secondary and incidental. If in the 
arger townships where extra- work is 
heme done additional ' help ia needed, 
the one Highway Commissioner may 
hire such overseers or assistants as the 
work may require or the people may 
vote to elect three commiasioners. The 
duties of the commissioner will be the 
same as the present commisBionera and 
,ne will have the advantage of being 
able to call to his assistance for advice 
and consultation the County Superin- 
tendent of Highway. 

The Tice Bill as amended provides 
for a non-partlean State Highway Cdm- 
miaslon consisting of three members, 
one from each section of the iStute 
giving their entire time to the duties 
of their ofilce and receiving a salary of 
$3,500 each per year. The amended 
bill also hrovidefor a compulsory ays-
